vation’s Division of Recycling, “The 
Earth Works Group.” 

We know there is too much garbage. 

Did you know that in a lifetime the 
average American will throw away 600 
times that adult’s weight in garbage? 
That could be as much as 90,000 lbs. of 
trash. 

We know we’re running out of land¬ 
fill space. 

Over the next five years 200 Califor¬ 
nia landfills will close. About 14,000 of 
America’s 20,000 landfills closed bet¬ 
ween 1978 - 1988. By 1993, another 
2000 will close. 

We know we should worry about 
safety first. 

Most landfills were built before pro¬ 
per safety standards were established. 
They are not equipped to stop toxics 
from seeping into the groundwater. All 
of the landfills will eventually leak, says 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 

We know we shouldn’t burn gar¬ 
bage. 

Incinerators produce millions of tons 
of ash which is toxic and which goes in¬ 
to landfills. 

Recycling, then, is economical, 
cheaper and more profitable if you play 
your cards right. 

Sierra Madre is one of those pro¬ 
gressive towns that has its own recycl¬ 
ing center and also works with Western 
Waste to get rid of the cans, glass, 
newspapers.

Recently 15 Wistaria Fete committee 
members and participants got together to recap 
this year’s event. Apparently, the numerous 
meetings held throughout the year to coordinate 
planning among the various participants paid 
off, everyone agreed the event went off very 
well. 

The weather received most of the blame 
for fewer visitors this year, about 3500 at 
the Vine and perhaps 4000 total in town for 
the day. The shuttle bus system needs more 
fine tuning. While there were no significant 
lines downtown, there was some waiting to 
board for the return trip. Depending on who 
you talk to, there was...or was not, a delay 
problem at the Richardson House. According 
to one source, the last person was finally 
picked up there three days after the event. 


Hummm? Anyhow, it was agreed with some 
additional parking restrictions and traffic 
control the shuttle system could be improved. 

Because the line for the shuttle was along 
Sierra Madre Blvd. rather than along N. 
Baldwin Ave., and because the bus and car 
traffic formed somewhat of a barrier, the 
retail shops on the East side of Baldwin did 
not have much foot traffic. Their disappoint¬ 
ment and concern was strongly registered. 

Probably the major bone of contention was 
the downtown Craft Fair. A couple of people 
suggested some of the craft items were “tacky,” 
not up to Sierra Madre quality standards. I 
won’t comment on that one. A couple of the 
booths were selling general merchandise not 
craft items. That should not have happened. 
Several local club and organization representatives 
reported a significant reduction in their sales 
this year. At least one club officer feels it was 
due to the craft booths and has advised us 
they won’t participate next year if there is 
a craft fair. Rather a strong position, but 
they are entitled to an opinion. 

I could have skipped over this negative, in 
what otherwise was a great success. But, there 
are a couple of points that we all need to 
remember. In recent history, until the Promotion 
Council sponsored the Kersting Court social 
center last year, there was no organized 
opportunity for all clubs and organizations to 
directly benefit from the Wistaria Fete. The 
original reason for an expanded community 
event was, and is, to test ideas in preparation 
for hosting a significant 1994 Centennial 
celebration. This year’s weather was not the 
best. It must have had some effect on attendance, 
which does relate to overall merchandise sales. 
Past experience tells us next year’s event will 
be better, if not bigger.

The current play at the 
Sierra Madre Playhouse 
is Neil Simon’s 
autobiographical “Broad¬ 
way Bound” and it is a 
highly polished and 
entertaining show. 

Simon, probably 
America’s most prolific 
playwright, seems to- 
have three sides to his 
career as a writer. He can 
write very funny situation 
comedies such as 
“Barefoot in the Park,” 
“The Odd Couple” and 
“The Goodbye Girl.” He 
has recently turned to 
concentrate on situations 
too painful to be really 
funny, such as “Prisoner 
of Second Avenue” 
which are not really com¬ 
edies no matter how 
amusing their dialogue. 
And he has written his 
own three-part mini¬ 
series based on his own 
experiences in “Brighton 
Beach Memoirs,” “Biloxi 
Blues” and “Broadway 
Bound.” 

In “Broadway Bound” 
we are again with the 


Jerome family, with 
Kate, the motherly 
housewife, trying to get 
her sons, the bright, 
analytical Eugene and his 
excitable older brother, 
Stan, to dinner when all 
their attention is on their 
budding career as radio 
script writers. Her hus¬ 
band, Jack, has become 
increasingly more 
remote; her sister Blan¬ 
che has married a suc¬ 
cessful businessman to 
the disgust of their 
Troskyite father Ben. 

The cast is much the 
same as it was in the suc- 
cessful “Brighton 
Beach...” Kent-Mooreas 
Eugene has an expressive 
voice but in the first act is 
remarkably poker-faced. 
He comes alive in the se¬ 
cond, and is quite 
satisfactory. Tamra 
Witten-Auzenne handles 
Blanche’s big scene with 
her father with skill and 
sympathy, and Joe La 
Gue is the picturesque 
selectively deaf grand¬ 
father. Tom Tombrello 


does a sympathetic job as 
the withdrawing father, 
Jerry Morrison is an en¬ 
thusiastic Stan, and San- 
da Knott neatly 
underplays the pivotal 
mother, a part that could 
easily become a 
stereotype. 

The great advantage of 
these family plays is that 
Eugene often turns to the 
audience to explain his 
fascination with people 
and why he finds their 
ways so comic. It gives 
you an insight into 
Simon’s highly objective 
view of the world, a living 
example of the old say¬ 
ing, “Life is a tragedy to 


those who feel ana a 
comedy to those who 
think.” 

Director Bob Hakman 
has a sort of signature trick 
whereby he has his 
actors stand and look out 
over the audience for 
minutes at a time, 
sometimes saying lines, 
sometimes not. In this 
case, with Eugene so 
audience-oriented 
already, it works very 
well, and the audience 
certainly can see and 
hear them. 

Eric White is given the 
credit for a very nicely 
detailed set and has 
managed three different 


acting areas on the small 
stage. 

“Broadway Bound” 
has a lot of laughs and a 
lot of information about 
the background of a prin¬ 
cipal contemporary com¬ 
mentator. It runs on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday even¬ 
ings at 8 through May 25. 
There are matinees on 
May 5 and May 19. Call

for illegal business has given such businesses a bad 
name. 

This was a concern of those in opposition and 
that their property values would suffer from just 
the perception people have of such a business. 
“Just hearing the word ‘massage’ would cause 
eyebrows to go up and there is no place for such 
a business in a town like Sierra Madre,” said Inez 
Robertson who owns a condominium at 555 W.

Management Task Force and recommendation.

June 20: Second Planning Commission public 
hearing, if necessary. 

July 23: City Council public hearing. 

Aug. 20: City Council public hearing and/or final 
E.l.R. or environmental acceptance and first 
reading on ordinance. 

Sept. 10: City Council second reading and adop¬ 
tion of ordinance. 

Oct. 10: Effective date of new Hillside Manage¬ 
ment Ordinance. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray made the 
motion to extend the date of the moratorium which 
would have expired on May 6 had it not been extend¬ 
ed. 

Although the council voted to relocate the 
pedestrian crosswalk at West Montecito and 
Baldwin Ave. to the area just north of E. Montecito 
Ave., Dr. Les Arnett, chairman of the board of 
trustees at Bethany, suggested a change to im¬ 
mediately south, across the street from Bethany. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan told Arnett to discuss 
the possible change with the city engineer and 
remarked, “It (the council’s position) isn’t cast in 
concrete.”

Councilwoman MacGillivray pointed out that this 
amounts to a savings of about $120,(XX) from what it 
would have cost to install lines with Metropolitan 
Water District. “We have a better negotiating posi¬ 
tion and control,” she said. 

Mayor Buchan noted that the Raymond Basin was 
thinking of allowing an extension of overpumping 
before the rains came “and now they are taking a 
more conservative view.” 

The rather dramatic report from a young Scout 
named Fairchild will appear in next week’s edition to 
be reported by Phyllis Chapman. He discussed the 
“great job of repairing Mt. Wilson Trial last Satur¬ 
day” and Chapman will report his entire discussion 
with the council. 

In another bit of news, he quoted The News as 
saying that 40 percent of Sierra Madre’s waste 
material is green waste. He suggested that the city set 
up a chipping program, perhaps near the recycling 
area, where residents could reduce “sticks and bran¬ 
ches” into mulch to use at home. 

The council took it under advisement and told him 
he had given a great report.

In line with Earthquake Preparedness Month in 
California, The News is publishing the second in a 
two-part series on earthquake tips to help residents 
deal with quakes. 

Last week’s article covered tips on what to plan 
before a quake and what to do during a quake. 

The tips, generated by the Governor’s Office of 
Emergency Services, includes two additional sets of 
recommendations, as follows. 

After the quake you should: 

’ Check for injuries and apply first aid. Do not move 
seriously injured people unless they are in imminent 
danger. 

* Hunt for hazards. 

’ Check for gas and water leaks, broken electrical wir¬ 
ing or sewage lines. If there is damage, turn off utility 
at source. 

* Check building for cracks and damage, including 
roof, chimneys and foundation. 

’ Check food and water supplies. Emergency water 
may be obtained from water heaters, melted ice 
cubes, toilet tanks and canned vegetables. 

‘ Turn on your portable radio for instructions and 
news reports. Cooperate fully with public safety of¬ 
ficials. 

* Do not use your vehicle unless there is an emergen¬ 
cy. Keep the streets clear for emergency vehicles. 

* Be prepared for aftershocks. 

‘ Stay calm and lend a hand to others. 

* If you evacuate, post a message inside your home 
telling family members where you can be found. 

Store emergency supplies in the following 
places: 

* Because electricity, water and gas may be out of ser¬ 
vice and emergency aid may not reach you for several 


days, you need to keep emergency supplies in your 
home, at your office and in your car. Home supplies 
should include the following: 

' Flashlights with extra batteries. Keep beside beds 
and in several other locations. Do not use matches or 
candles after a quake until certain there are no gas 
leaks. 

‘ Portable radio with extra batteries. Most telephones 
will be out of order or limited to emergency use. 
Radio will be the best source of information. 

’ First aid kit and skills. Keep your first aid kit well 
stocked and in a central location. Take basic first aid 
and CPR courses and keep skills current. 

’ Fire extinguisher. Should be suitable for all types of 
fires and easily accessible. Teach all family members 
how to use it. 

* Food. Store a one-week supply of food for each per¬ 
son, including canned and dehydrated food, 
powdered milk and canned juices which can be 
rotated into daily diet and replenished on a regular 
basis. 

’ Blankets, clothing and shoes. Extra blankets and 
clothing may be required to keep warm. Have sturdy 
shoes to protect feet from broken glass and other 
debris. 

* Alternate cooking source. Store barbecue, charcoal, 
starter and matches in case utilities are out of service. 

’ Special items. Have at least a week’s supply of 
medications and food for infants and those on special 
diets. 

‘Tools. Have crescent or pipe wrench to turn off gas 
and water if necessary.
